THE REDUCTION OF WAGES OF SEAMEN ON S._ “NINGZING* 
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The reduction of wages of seamen on the 8.8. 
“Ningzing" (At) of the Ningpo Shaoshing S.N. Company 
has met with opposition. Negotiations have been going 
on for some time, but without success. 

The vessel is now in Shanghai and the seamen 
have issued a manifesto asking the public for assistance. 

The entire body of the seamen of the China 
Merchants Steam Navigation Company have expressed their 
suvport of the seamen on the s.s. "Ningzing" and are 
opposihg the proposed cancellation by the Company of the 
issue of double wages at the end of the year. 

The crew of the shovs belonging to the San Peh 
( =4t ), Hung An (jh Ky) and Ning Shing (4 “~ ) Companies 
have issued a manifesto supporting the opposition raised 
by the seamen of the s.s. "Ningzing" to a reduction in 


their wages.
